A concerted move on the p art 
of the city, prom inent civic-m ind­ 
ed residents and the cham ber of 
commerce was launched this past 
week to obtain for Palm Springs 
its justified share of tax funds 
collected by the state and dis­ 
tributed on a basis of popula­ 
tion. 
The starting gun in this cam- 
gaign was launched by the city 
council w hen it petitioned the 
Federal Census Bureau at W ash­ 
ington to conduct a special cen­ 
sus of the 
Village 
population. 
This tabulation is estim ated to 
result in a substantial annual in ­ 
crease in Palm Springs' share of 
the gasoline tax the state collects. 
REGISTRATION. TOO 
Along this line it was pointed 
out that although the last official 
census in 1940 indicated a popu­ 
lation of 3,434, and indicated in ­ 
crease of only 1,000 in residents 
here, would m ean a considerable 
increase in the state’s allotm ent 
of money for Palm Springs. 
Following close on the heels of 
the city’s announcem ent of the 
census, the cham ber of commerce 
also launched an intensified cam ­ 
paign to increase the legal regis­ 
tration 
of 
residents 
here 
and 
especially of those people who 
live in the state of California. 
WITHOUT REPRESENTATION 
"M any of the w inter residents 
who come here annually and live 
in Palm Springs in some cases 
for the greater part of a year,” 
H arry H arper, 
executive secre­ 
tary of the cham ber of commerce, 
declared, “are taxed w ithout rep ­ 
resentation.” 
Following this line of thought, 
H arper pointed out that Califor­ 
nia residents who come to Palm 
Springs for an 
extended 
stay 
could easily register here and 
when they return to their sum ­ 
mer home cancel their registra­ 
tion in Palm Springs 
if 
they 
wished. 
BROADER INTEREST 
This action on the part of w in­ 
ter residents here, H arper said, 
would increase the elective rolls 
and create a broader interest in 
civic affairs. He urged th at these 
w inter residents register here in 
time to cast their vote in the 
April 9 elections.

Tuesday, F ebruary 11, w as a 
red-letter day in the history of 
Palm Springs. 
For the first time in its sun- 
kissed history, the sound of a 
voice, music, and national radio 
programs, w as heard on hom e 
receivers devoid of static, fading, 
and other noises w hich m odern 
Noah W ebster, using all 26 ch ar­ 
acters of th e English alphabet, 
would have a hard tim e in spell­ 
ing. 
LOTS OF FIRSTS 
There w ere a lot of “firsts” on 
Palm Springs’ first radio day. At 
6:30 a.m., w hile most of the city ’s 
tourists and toilers w ere asleep, 
Donald C. McBain, co-ow ner of 
KCMJ, was heard to greet the 
early dawn w ith a “Good m orn­ 
ing, Palm Springs, this is KCM J 
—RadiOasis, 1340 on y our dial, in 
its 
inaugural 
broadcast.” 
And 
each word w as clipped, concise, 
and what really caused m any a 
radio-set 
householder 
here 
to 
dance gleefully, was th e absence 
of thunder-clapping, plate-crash- 
company program s over the lo u d ­ 
speaker of an y radio set tuned 
in to a distan t radio station. 
The first com m ercial n etw ork’s 
program during the day was for 
the m anufacturers of S w eetheart 
soap. Next cam e a program called 
“Desert R anch.” composed of re ­ 
cordings. 
MORE FIRSTS 
The first local m usical talent 
to go shim m ering over 1340 k ilo­ 
cycles of K CM J, was the silver 
notes of Joe P orrretta and his 
band from the dance floor of the 
Colonial House. 
“It really 
sounded 
like big­ 
tim e,” declared McBain, who said 
he wouldn’t have m issed th at 
broadcast at any cost, inasm uch 
as the musical program originated 
in Palm Springs. 
At 6 p.m., th e nationally fam ed 
Columbia B roadcast netw ork pro­ 
gram 
called 
“Inner 
Sanctum 
hit the antennae of every radio 
set in the V illage. T here w ere 
no added sounds to th e w eekly 
blood-curdling sound effects in 
th e program. 
It was a hectically nervous day 
for the crew of the station as 
well. It was reported th at they 
w ere as jittery as a prim a donna 
about to m ake her d eb u t on the 
stage, in a difficult opera in a 
strange country; but aside from 
a 30-second “b reak ” in the p ro ­ 
gram caused by a fuse th a t blew 
out, comments around th e Village 
on the first rad io program em a­ 
nating from Palm Springs was 
anything but very good.

Great Increase in 
January, Report 
In the entire Southern Califor­ 
nia district there were 1135 en­ 
listments during the month, of 
which more than 80 per cent 
were young men joining the 
army for the first time. Approx­ 
imately 60 per cent signed up for 
three-year term s in order to be 
perm itted to choose their branch 
of service and the theater in 
which they will serve. 
The educational advantages, 
including training in specialized 
trades, offered by the army 
proved the biggest single factor 
inducing young men to join, ac­ 
cording to results of a survey 
made this week among 360 new 
soldiers. Some 76 assigned this 
as their principal reason for en­ 
listing. But 69 per cent also said 
that patriotism, the desire to 
“guard the victory," influenced 
them largely, while 68 per cent 
thought the arm y provided de­ 
sired security for their future 
life. Perhaps most surprising fig­ 
ure was the 54 per cent who de­ 
clared they had w anted to join 
the army even before enlist­ 
ments were throw n open last 
September.

Winter Resident Here Tells of First 
Appearance of Great Game of Golf on 
West Coast and of Its Early Troubles 


By FOLLO-THRU 
Golf, one of the world's most popular sports, did not originate 
in Scotland, as most people believe, but was started in Holland 
many years before being adopted as a Scottish game. However, the 
Dutch did not call it golf, and golf clubs were curved branches, 
named "sticks." 
Golf balls, weighing 30 per cent less than those 
of today, were fashioned of dried goat skin, hand-sewn and stuffed 
with feathers. 


W hen the game was in its in­ 
fancy 
in 
Scotland, 
A lexander 
Bailey, one of the prom inent w in ­ 
ter residents of Palm Springs, like 
so m any young lads of his tim e, 
caddied for his father on the links 
of B rechin and on surrounding 
courses on the East coast of S cot­ 
land. 


NOT SOCIAL GAME 
At that tim e golf was not a so­ 
ciable game, and Mr. Bailey tells 
of th e four elderly Scots who, 
not having spoken a word since 
the first tee, approached the 18th 
green to find the four balls ap ­ 
proxim ately 
an equal distance 
from the pin. A fter puffing on 
their pipes for some little tim e, 
one of them said, “Tammy, y e’r 
aw a.” This brought the cu rt re ­ 
ply, “C hatterbox, dinna yea talk 
so m uchl” 
Golf was then considered an 
old m an’s game, and the only 
players 
w ere 
gentlem en 
w ith 
gray beards o r side whiskers. 
N otw ithstanding 
t h i s 
fact, 
young A lexander becam e m uch 
interested in the game and in 
1880, arriving in Tacoma, W ash­ 
ington as a representative of B al­ 
four W illiamson and Co., he had 
in m ind that golf should be in ­ 
troduced to the w estern coast of 
this country. At th at tim e there 
were few popular sports outside 
of baseball, and he believed th a t 
young men m ight one day b e­ 
come interested to such an e x ­ 
tent th at golf would develop into 
a popular game and a prosperous 
industry, w ith club and golf ball 
production. 


FIRST CLUB IN 1892 
Not discouraged w ith criticism 
from personal friends, who said 
the idea of using a 
stick 
and 
chasing a w hite ball over a field 
into a hole w as the silliest thing 
they had ever heard, he proceed­ 
ed w ith his plan and by 1892 had 
interested 
10 
Scottsm en, 
tw o 
Americans and three Englishm en 
in forming the nucleus of a golf 
club. All this w as very fine and 
most gratifying to Mr. Bailey, for 
it w as the initial fulfillm ent of 
his great effort, despite the lau g h ­ 
ter and derision the game had 
evoked from m any. 
This young organization now 


needed clubs, so Mr. Bailey wrote 
David Forgan, the club m aker at 
St. A ndrews, where Forgan, Sr., 
was professional and caddie m as­ 
ter, to send him thirty sets of 
golf clubs, five clubs to a set, con­ 
sisting of a driver, brassie, driv­ 
ing iron, niblic, and putter. The 
cost of the clubs was tw o shil­ 
lings, or fifty cents, each, and in 
due time the clubs were in tra n ­ 
sit from th e seaport town of Liv­ 
erpool on th e sailing ship W ay­ 
farer, arriving in Tacoma 145 days 
later 
after 
a 
storm y 
passage 
around C ape Horn. 
Mr. Bailey, with great enthusi­ 
asm, was on hand to claim his 
prized shipm ent of 
clubs. 
The 
sight of them put a gravely con­ 
cerned custom ’s official in deep­ 
est despair as to their use and the 
duty to be paid 
on 
them . 
He 
asked, “W hat are them things?” 
A comm unication w ith W ashing­ 
ton, D.C., brought the returning 
wire, “T here are no such things. 
W hat are they?” 


PUZZLES CUSTOMS 


Still in a quandary, the custom 's 
man looked them over and gruffly 
said, “I’ve got it—agricultural im ­ 
plements, th a t’s w hat they’ll be 
entered as, and you’ll pay 10 per 
cent duty on them !” And to the 
300 to 400 hollow center g u tta­ 
percha golf balls, he exclaim ed, 
“They’re 
th e 
d— est 
looking 
things I've ever seen. No d u ty on 
them !” 
From this time on everything 
progressed nicely for this shrew d, 
canny Scot (who later becam e 
president of Balfour G uthrie Co.) 
and by clever dickering he se­ 
cured a lease on some land ex ­ 
pansive enough for an 18-hole 
golf course 
from 
the Tacoma 
Land com pany for a dollar a year 
rental, convincing them th at the 
club couldn't afford to pay more 
and that they w ere bringing in 
a new gam e that m ight one day 
become an im portant one. 


MIGHT BE FUN 


The com m ittee laid 
out 
the 
course and m em bers 
w ere 
en­ 
rolled at $2.50 initiation fee plus 
tw enty-five cents m onthly dues 
from am ongst their friends who, 
still thinking a grown m an chas­ 


ing a white pellet was a little odd, 
nevertheless decided it might be 
fun. 
One of the two cottages on the 
acreage housed the clubs, and in 
the other the Norwegian occu­ 
pants agreed to serve a good 
tw enty-five cent lunch consisting 
of a big slab of ham, two eggs or 
hotcakes, all the toast one could 
eat, all the coffee one wanted, 
sugar and thick cream. 


FIRST TOURNAMENT 


In 1894, amid much newspaper 
publicity, the club opened with a 
golf tournam ent to introduce the 
game. About 1500 staid Tacomans 
arrived on horseback, bicycles, 
and in open buggies, to see the 
event with the idea of having a 
good laugh at the so-called crazy 
game of golf. It w asn’t long after 
this opening that m any of the 
1500 were chasing the pellet and 
getting a great deal of pleasure in 
so doing. 
About this time 
an ominous 
gentleman, 
somberly 
clad 
in 
black, with a long black beard, 
was ushered into Mr. B ailey’s of­ 
fice. This gentlem an announced 
th at he had hesitated some in 
coming to Mr. Bailey, for he was 
Redpath, superintendent of the 
asylum at Steilacoom. W ith much 
apprehension 
Mr. 
Bailey 
ac­ 
knowledged the introduction and 
was greatly relieved w hen 
his 
caller stated, “I understand you 
need caddies. I have 50 or 60 fel­ 
lows out there who are absolutely 
harmless. Could you use them?” 
Well, 
naturally! 
Free 
caddies 
w ere very 
appealing to a Scot 
and, needless to say, the inmates 
w ere put to work. 
Mr. Bailey notified 
his 
golf 
committee that he had secured 
a mowing machine to take the 
place of the hand scythe which 
w as being used for cutting the 
grass on the course, and all 15 of 
them arose in protest at the ex­ 
penditure of eight dollars, stating, 
“You’ll be making this a rich 
m an's club.” However, on hearing 
th a t the mowing m achine was a 
gift from him . . . oh well, every­ 
thing was hunky dory then. 


FAME OF GAME SPREADS 


Due to the fact that the course 
was also used as a cow pasture 
for nearby farms, playing golf 
became 
increasingly 
difficult. 
There was another tract of land 
located on American Lake, con­ 
sisting of 290 acres w ith 1% miles 
w ater frontage, and after some 
clever bargaining this property 
was secured for tw enty-five cents 
an acre instead of the fifty cents 
asked. Being now in good shape 
financially, 
a 
handsom e 
club­ 
house of logs was built and an 
eighteen-hole 
golf 
course 
laid 
out, which is now known as the 
Tacoma Golf and C ountry Club. 
By this time, 1896, other cities 
w ere becoming interested, and 
Mr.

was 
sought in establishing clubs in Se-

THE STORY OF ANCIENT 
LAKE CAHUILLA 


Few visitors to the Colorado 
D esert realize th a t at one tim e 
an extension of the G ulf of C ali­ 
fornia reached northw ard nearly 
to S an Gorgonjo Pass and th a t 
m arine w aters lapped at the o u t­ 
skirts 
of 
present-day 
Palm 
Springs. Nor do they know th at 
m any thousands of years later, 


th at same huge basin, w hich is 
called the Saltón Sink, w as fill­ 
ed w ith a fresh w ater lake. And 
a fter m any m ore years, th a t this 
lake vanished and th a t in 1905, 
the Saltón Sea was created in its 
place by m an ’s own tam pering 
w ith N ature in an endeavor to 
get badly needed irrigation w at­ 
ers. 
N ext 
to 
San Jacinto 
Peak, 
probably no other region on this 
desert 
elicits 
more 
questions 
th an this big shallow basin we 
call the Saltón Sink. It extends 
from the Pass at B eaum ont clear 
dow n into Lower C alifornia in 
Mexico. To th e west it is bound­ 
ed by the Santa Rosa and the 
San Jacinto m ountains; to the 
east, by th e Little San B ernar­ 
dino m ountains 
and 
th e other 
ranges 
extending 
southw ard 
from 
them . 
The S altón 
Sink 
takes up th e m ajor portion of the

To best understand the story 
of this sink, w e m ust go fa r back 
into geological time, m any m il­ 
lions of years ago. 
The granite 
core of San Jacinto had already 
been pushed up and solidified, 
and the entire 
area 
had been 
fractured 
by 
fault 
lines. 
The 
largest of these early faults, and 
th e one most connected w ith the 
history of Lake Cahuilla, is the 
great San A ndreas fault, which 
form s the 
eastern 
edge of the 
sink. 


FAULT GRABEN 


W hile 
all 
this 
uplifting 
of 
m ountain range and faulting was 
taking place, 
some 
local areas 
w ere 
being 
depressed. 
It 
is 
thought th at as the L ittle San 
B ernardino m ountains w ere be­ 
ing lifted to the northw est and 
th e Santa 
Rosa’s 
to the south­ 
west, the 
region 
betw een was 
slowly sinking as a fau lt gra­ 
ben. This graben (the G erm an 
w ord for "trough”) form ed th e 
original 
basin 
for 
the 
Saltón 
Sink. 
For many thousands of years 
it 
continued 
to 
sink 
as 
the 
ranges on either side pushed up­ 
w ard, and as quickly as it was 
depressed, it 
filled 
w ith sedi­ 
m ents washed into it from the 
higher areas. This silt is present 
today to a depth of several thou­ 
sand feet, so the length of tim e 
consum ed m ust have been enor­ 
mous. Much of these sedim ents 
a re of exactly the sam e compo­ 
sition 
as 
the 
G rand 
C anyon 
walls. Therefore, 
it 
has been 
suggested 
th at 
as 
th at 
huge 
gorge was being cut dow n by 
th e 
young 
energetic 
Colorado 
river, the 
silt 
w as transported 
dow n from A rizona and dum ped 
into this shallow sinking basin 
in California. 
Even 
today the 
Colorado river is carrying m any 
tons of silt every second along 
its course, dum ping it now into 
L ake Mead behind Boulder dam. 


DELTA FORMED 


Perhaps it 
w as 
the Colorado 
riv e r flowing 
into 
th e narrow 
extension of th e Gulf of C ali­ 
fornia that originally cut off the 
upper half of th e m arine arm 
and isolated it from the Pacific 
ocean. If this w ere true, then the 
sea w aters evaporated and left 
th e Saltón Sink dry. L ater, the 
Colorado poured into the basin 
again and 
m ethodically 
began 
to fill it w ith rich silt as it con­ 
tin u ed to sink. 
A t any rate, there was first a 
narrow arm of 
the 
sea w hich 
cam e up from th e Gulf of C ali­ 
fornia nearly to Palm Springs. 
T hen, for some reason, th a t m a­ 
rine body of w ater vanished. It 
undoubtedly w as cut off and left 
isolated as an inland lake, after 
w hich 
speedy 
evaporation de­ 
pleted its waters. 
N ext in the history of th e ba­ 
sin was the form ation of a huge 
fresh w ater lake, much larger in 
exten t than the present Saltón 
Sea. This lake has been called 
L ake Cahuilla, 
although early 
w riters term ed it Blake Sea, aft­ 
er 
the 
geologist, 
W illiam 
P. 
Blake, who in 1853 first recog­ 
nized the basin-like character of 
th e whole Colorado D esert area. 
It w as Blake, too, who first nam ­ 
ed our desert th e Colorado des­ 
e rt after its 
proxim ity 
to the 
Colorado river and long before 
th ere ever w as a state by th at 
nam e. However, 
the 
preferred 
nam e for this 
ancient 
lake is 
L ake Cahuilla, nam ed a fter the 
local Cáhuilla Indian tribes who 
form erly inhabited the northern 
Colorado desert region in great 
num bers. 
This ancient lake has been the 
subject of much controversy and 
speculation. Some say it w as not 
fresh water, but m arine, w ith a 
connexion to th e G ulf still per­ 
sisting. Much m ore evidence is 
to the contrary, however, indi­ 
cating that Lake C ahuilla actual­ 
ly fresh. 
T here is actually very little 
proof that the lake was salty. A 
few scattered 
and 
surprisingly 
uncom m on m arine fossil shells 
h ave been 
found 
in 
th e old 
beach-line deposits. T here 
are 
m any ways in w hich these could 
h ave gotten there, how ever. To­ 
day, for 
instance, 
shore birds 
carry sm all 
salt 
w ater 
shells 
great distances, and this m ight 
have occurred then. 
A nother argum ent th a t is ad ­ 
vanced is th at if Lake Cahuilla 
w ere of fresh w ater, th e basin 
w ould have to have an outlet, 
and if this w ere true, w here is 
th a t outlet today? 
In th e first 
place, a lake does not necessarily 
have to have an outlet to re ­ 
m ain fresh. C rater Lake in O re­ 
gon is a good exam ple of this, 
since it has no outlet. It rem ains 
fresh simply because the inflow 
of w ater 
exceeds 
the 
rate of 
evaporation, w hich is very slow 
because the clim ate is quite cool. 
If the w eather w ere more hum id 
and cooler at th a t tim e, as it 
probably was, 
and 
if a great 
am ount of fresh w ater w as pour­ 
ing into the basin daily, as it 
w ould be if th e Colorado river 
h ad been responsible, then Lake 
Cahuilla would rem ain fresh. If 
th ere had 
been 
an outlet, as 
th e re well could have been, the 
fact that no traces of it rem ain 
today is 
not 
significant, since 
erosion can rem ove such tem po­ 
ra ry structures in a very short 
tim e. 
A sim ilar 
argum ent 
against 
th e fresh w ater theory is th at to­ 
day the old beach lines of this 
lak e are at sea-level, and th ere­ 
fore there m ust 
have 
been a 
connection w ith the G ulf of Cal­ 
ifornia at th at time. This hypo­ 
thesis is untenable because the 
history of the w hole sink has 
been a series of upheavals and 


sinkings, so th at the present lev- i MORE ABOUT 
el, even if it does coinside w ith 
sea-level today, does not defi-1 
nitely prove anything.

FRESH WATER SHELLS 
As proof 
th at 
Lake Cahuilla 
was fresh, we find millions upon 
m illions 
of 
tiny 
fresh-w ater 
shells in many places along the 
old beach line. So num erous are 
these th at they appear at first 
glance to be stretches of sand. 
Their presence gave the valley 
at the north end of the sink its 
colorful name: 
Coachella V al­ 
ley. 
The 
word 
Coachella 
is 
m erely a misspelling of the w ord 
Conchella, mearting L ittle Shells. 
A nother fact is the com para­ 
tive abundance in some places 
of a peculiar 
substance 
called 
T ravertine, which is a calcareous 
type of sinter, form ing coral-like 
encrustations upon rocks. 
It is 
m ade up of chemically precipi­ 
tated calcium carbonate (lime) 
from fresh w aters containing an 
excess of that m ineral in solu­ 
tion. This deposition is brought 
about by the 
action 
of m icro­ 
scopic plant algae in the w ater, 
algae which live only in fresh 
w ater. In some places this lime 
encrustation 
is 
several 
inches 
thick, and looks very much like 
gray coral. It can be seen to best 
advantage at Travertine Point at 
the n orth end 
of 
the present 
Saltón Sea. 
Here is a pile of 
boulders, the lower tw o-thirds of 
w hich are 
covered 
with thick 
trav ertin e; the upper third, on a 
level w ith 
the 
old beach-line 
nearby, containing no such de­ 
posit at all. This would indicate 
th at a t the tim e Lake Cahuilla 
was 
in 
existence, 
Travertine 
Point w as 
an 
island just off- 
short, w ith its upper third ju t­ 
ting above w ater. 
Exactly w hen Lake Cahuilla 
existed is not definitely known, 
but all the facts point to the 
conclusion th at it was not more 
than a few thousand years ago 
that w aters filled its huge basin. 
This w ould be during a tim e fol­ 
lowing the last ice age of the 
great Pleistocene glacial period. 
At this time, w ith the receding 
of the glaciers and their m elt­ 
ing, th ere 
was 
much rainfall, 
and th e rivers were high w ith 
w ater. This rainy period, called 
a pluvial, 
inter-glacial 
period, 
would account for the great body 
of w ater in the basin, carried in 
by the Colorado river which at 
the sam e tim e was cutting down 
the G rand Canyon. This also fits 
in w ith the unbelievable qu an ­ 
tities of silt th a t w ere 
carried 
into th e basin as it was sinking, 
silt probably derived from the 
walls of the G rand Canyon. And 
this all supports the hypothesis 
of a m uch cooler, more hum id 
clim ate with far less evapora­ 
tion th a n today. 
Long after Lake Cahuilla had 
disappeared and its w aters been 
com pletely 
dried 
up, 
leaving 
only 
its 
old 
beach-lines 
and 
sands of fresh w ater shells as 
m ute testim ony of its existence, 
long a fte r all this was created, 
th e present Saltón Sea, the story 
of w hich we 
will 
begin next 
week.

ship, he said, would carry a gross 
load of 29,000 pounds. A feature 
of shipping by air, Wooten ad­ 
ded, is that refrigeration neces­ 
sary in shipping highly perish­ 
able foods by rail won’t be needed 
in doing so by air. Also cartons 
and crates will not be needed to 
add to the weight of the cargo. 
"The plane loads of food tak­

Instead of cartons and crates, 
Wooten said, shelves constructed 
of wire netting will be used, on 
which the cargo will be placed. 
This will add more to the pay­ 
load for the shipper, eliminating 
“dead-weight” consisting of boxes, 
crates, and ice. 
He also revealed

National Service 
Again Interested 
In Scenic Canyon 
Indicating that once again the 
National Park Service has re­ 
newed its interest in making 
Palm Canyon into a national 
monument, James Cole, custodian 
of the Joshua Tree National Mon­ 
ument near Twentynine Palms, 
prefaced his talk last Saturday 
by pointing out the various prob­ 
lems to be solved in accomplish­ 
ing such an undertaking. 
Mr. Cole is conducting a survey 
for Region IV Headquarters in 
San Francisco, and stressed that 
the prime concern will be the 
local Cahuilla Indian tribe, who 
now own all of Palm, Murray, 
Andreas, and Tahquitz Canyons. 
EXPLAINS DIFFERENCE 
Mr. Cole's talk, on the Joshua 
Tree National Monument, was 
sponsored by the Desert Museum 
as one of its regular Saturday 
night lectures, and was held in 
the Fiesta House of the Desert 
Inn. 
One thing that often confuses 
the public, Mr. Cole explained, 
was the difference between a Na­ 
tional Park and a National Mon­ 
ument. A National Park has to 
be set aside by an act of Con­ 
gress, and such action usually 
takes months if not years in com­ 
pleting. Parks not only protect 
primitice scenic areas, but they 
usually try to develop recrea­ 
tional facilities in portions of 
them. 
National monuments, on the 
other hand, can be set aside by 
presidential proclamation within 
only a few days’ time, and are 
made usually to protect a local 
area of historic, geologic, or as 
in the case of Joshua Tree, of 
botanical interest; and recreation 
is not normally considered within 
these confines. 
TO SAVE AREAS 
It is often convenient, Mr. Cole 
indicated, to set aside a region 
hurriedly as a monument to pro­ 
tect it from exploitation, and then 
to later develop it at leisure into 
a national park. 
The talk was illustrated with 
beautiful Kodachrome slides of 
the Monument. Next week the 
Museum presents Dr. Eames in a 
color show' of the Southwest In­ 
dian country of Arizona and New 
Mexico.

His talk 
is entitled “Our Southwest Indian 
Country in Kodachrome,” and is 
sponsored by the Desert Museum 
as one of its regular Saturday 
night series.

but w as not Incorporated until 
1940. The first board of trustees 
at th at 
tim e included Thomas 
Slaven as president. Miss Made­ 
line 
Cook 
as 
vice-president, 
Horace 
Pendery 
as 
secretary- 
treasurer, Miss C hristina Lillian, 
and H. E arl Hoover. Of this orig­ 
inal group, only Miss Lillian and 
Mr. H oover are still actively on 
the board. The first m useum di­ 
rector w as Lloyd Mason Smith. 
On F ebruary 19, 1941, the m u­ 
seum opened its doors in the 
east w ing of W elwood M urray 
M em orial library for the first 
time, w here it has been located 
ever since, due to the generos­ 
ity of th e library board. 
Late in 1941 M. S m ith was in­ 
ducted into the arm y, and Sam 
H inton w as secured as director. 
Later, w hen Torney G eneral hos­ 
pital cam e into beiong, Mr. Hin­ 
ton began working there p art­ 
time 
in 
essential 
w ar 
work. 
Shortly, this 
work 
becam e so 
tim e-consum ing th at he request­ 
ed help to m aintain the museum 
at the desired level. To this end, 
Prof and Mrs. C ockerell were 
contacted, and they consented to 
act as custodians w ithout salary 
on condition a place to live be 
furnished them . The 1944-45 sea­ 
son fund the Cockerell’s running 
the m useum by them selves, Mr. 
Hinton having been forced to de­ 
vote all his time to the hospital. 
Then, in 
N ovem ber 
of last 
year, Mr. Sm ith was discharged 
and retu rn ed as director, with 
the C ockerell’s 
rem aining the 
season to help out w here needed. 
ALIVE AND GROWING 
D uring the war years, it was 
the C ockerell’s 
who 
kep t the 
Desert M useum alive and grow ­ 
ing, giving unstintingly of their 
tim e and effort. The daily mov­ 
ies w hich Mrs. Cockerell show­ 
ed w ere especially popular with 
the service men, w ho swarm ed 
into th e V illage from th e adja­ 
cent d esert m aneuvers. 
This season, 1945-46, w ill see 
the g reatest num ber of visitors 
to the m useum yet recorded, and 
it is estim ated that w ell over 
20,000 persons will have come in 
contact w ith the little museun* 
this season alone. The m oney ob­ 
tained by donation and m em ber­

16 Cars in Great 
Museum Caravan to 
Joshua Monument 


Sixteen cars form ed the auto 
caravan to Joshua Tree N ational 
M onum ent on the M ojave desert 
last Saturday in the D esert M u­ 
seum ’s first all-day trip of this 
season. 
The M useum ’s director, 
Lloyd Mason Smith, led the long 
line of cars to the subdivision of 
Joshua Tree, w here they were 
m et by the m onum ent's custodi­ 
an, Jam es Cole. 
Mr. Cole then 
led the group on a personally 
conducted tour of the vast area. 


First stop was at H idden V al­ 
ley, which is com pletely enclos­ 
ed by huge granite boulders, ac­ 
cess to which is possible only by 
craw ling betw een 
several large 
rocks. 
In the early days, Mr. 
Cole told the crowd, cattle ru s­ 
tlers had constructed a narrow 
entrance into this w ell-conceal­ 
ed basin, in which stolen cattle 
w ere driven and hidden. Later, 
rocks fell into the entrance and 
barred it from fu rth er use. The 
second stop, 
w here 
lunch was 
eaten, w as at Bat Cove, so nam ­ 
ed because great num bers of bats 
issue nightly from a big crevice 
in the boulders there. One huge 
hollowed boulder in the cove had 
plain Indian 
pictographs 
still 
discernable on its inner surface. 
A fter lunch the auto caravan

to 
K ey’s 
View, a 
breath-taking panoram a 
of the 
entire upper end of the Colorado 
desert, from the Pass well down 
to the Saltón Sea.
